Under this specicl system the send 
er of an Airgraphh communication 
wirites the message and address on a 
special form |;rovided by the posi 
office. The completed form is next 
photugraphed on miniature film 
which is despatched by Air. On ar- 
rival in the United Kingdom photo- 
graphic enlargements are made and 
delivered through the Army Postal 
Service, to the troops in the usual 
way. The rate on the Airgraph mes- 
sage will be ten cents.

“Going Back”—1. 

The belief that varieties of wheat 
and other crops deteriorate, or “go 
back,” is widespread. This belief is 
probably quite old; indeed, it may 
trace back to Charles Darwin's con- 
viction that “nature abhors self- 
fertilization.” Thus in the early years 
of the present century we witnessed 
efforts to rejuvenate Red Fife and 
Marquis by crossing different plants 
of the same variety. This resulted in 
“regenerated” Red Fife, or “regener- 
ated” Marquis; but there was never 
a shadow of evidence that the re- 
generated strains were any more pro- 
ductive than the originals. 

The “going back” idea may be 
strengthened by the knowledge that 
growers of hybrid corn must renew 
their seed each year. However, the 
situation with cross-fertilized crops, 
such as corn, is quite different from 
that with crops mainly self-fertilized 
such as wheat, oats and barley. 

The fact that Thatcher wheat suf- 
fered from leaf rust this year has led 
many people to believe that its rust 
resistance is weakening. This is em- 
phatically not so. Leaf rust and stem 
rust are caused by two quite differ- 
ent fungi. Thatcher has always been 
susceptible to leaf rust, and there is 
nothing to suggest that it is less re- 
sistant to stem rust than it was ten 
years ago. @ 

Deterioration in farm stocks of 
wheat is due to volunteering of other 
varieties grown a year or more 
earlier, to mechanical mixing in 
machinery or granaries, to livestock 

asturing on or passing over fields, 
and to occasional natural crossing 
with other nearby varieties, 

The occurrence of speltoids in 
wheat might be considered an ex- 
ample of deterioration through 
natural causes; but they appear to be 
largely self-eliminating. ,,

Despite this contribution, it is a fair assumption that practically every | 
resident of this country will, during the fiscal year 1941-42, enjoy three} 
hearty, square meals a day with a free range choice of diet, not only in| 
quantity but in variety; that every Canadian will be able to enjoy a good | 
night’s sleep every night throughout the year, without fear of being crushed | 
to death with the collapse of his house under a rain of bombs; that no 
Canadian will suffer from exposure for lack of sufficient clothing to keep | 
him warm, |

In the Motherland, on the other hand, not only are the people willingly | 
and cheerfully devoting one half of their income to the prosecution of the | 
war, but they are suffering dietary inconveniences which the well fed 
Canadian would find irksome, to say the least. They are existing on re- 
duced rations of meat to conserve space in ocean bottoms for much needed 
war materials. Consumption of butter has been cut very sharply and the 
use of some other food commodities has been materially curtailed ‘or has 
disappeared entirely. On top of that, they never know when they retire} 
for the night whether they will live to see another day. 

If in these respects the Canadian is better off than his friends and 
allies in the United Kingdom, his lot is infinitely superior, more tolerable

In illustration one has only to cite the predicament in which the people} 
of Norway find themselves after one year of Hitler’s rule. In that country, | 
where conditions are not yet as harsh as in Poland, a huge army of oceupa- | 
tioh, estimated at 300,000 men, continue to requisition meat, eggs and 
other foods, and the Norwegian puppet-Nazis have first pick. A letter) 
received in Great Britain from friends in Norway states that ‘meat can) 
scarcely be found anywhere, and even farmers who. have pigs are not | 
allawed to use them for their own families.’ Bread is made with so many 
ingredients that it tastes like cardboard, and “as for real flour, that can’t | 
be bought in the stores.” 

In northern Norway where fish is the staple support of the population, | 
fishermen cannot get gasoline for their boats, and the country’s supply of | 
dried stock fish, 7,000 tons, has been seized while all domestic sales of | 
klipfish have been stopped. Germany wants klipfish to use in bartering for’ 
products needed by the Reich, so they have demanded 10,000 tons for them- 
selves, and 9,000 tons for Italy, despite the fact that Norway’s entire supply | 
of klipfish is only 13,000 tons. 
'' An inkling of the clothing situation in Norway is given by the author 
of another letter received in Great Britain in which the writer says “You | 
éan’t think of buying anything without a ration card, not even thread, | 
yarn or a tiny piece of cloth, We get 300 coupons per year in our card, | 
but a dress requires 150 coupons and a little yarn 30 coupons. Men can| 

“buy only one suit or overcoat a year. I am in despair when I think how| 
many coupons it takes just to buy stockings for the boys.” 

It is well that fortunate Canadians who are asked to contribute 44 per 
cent. of the national income to “fight the good fight” should think of the| 
plight of these people in other lands, when they open their purse strings.

Large Outlays 


Canadian Red Cross Has Spent | 
$120,371.00 For Comfort Of 
Fighting Forces 

For the aid ot men of the British 
Navy and of other numerous seamen | 
of the merchant marine in and out of 
very busy eastern seaports of Can- 
ada, the Canadian Red Cross from its | 
funds of 1939 and 1940 campaigns 
has made very large outlays. 

Fora hostel of 750 beds requiring} 
extensive furnishing and now oper- 
ated by the Y.M.C.A., for the en- 
largement of an army hostel of 250 
beds now conducted by the Salvation | 
Army, and for canteen equipment for 
the Knights of Columbus, a total of 
$60,000 was spent. For these institu- 
tions so much needed by the men, 
money had to be found quickly. The 
Red Cross was very glad to make 
the foundation investments so that 
other organizations might assume the 
operation of them, and as they now 
continue, * 

For an extensiv? Navy yards else- 
where in Canada, requiring rebuild- 
ing of premises, enlargement and 
furnishing, a further $20,000 was 
spent in the early part of 1940. In 
addition, for supplies for these insti- 
tutions, camp clothing for men in 


in cold weather, and the hospital 
equipment and garments required in 
eastern naval ani army hospitals, 


supplied at a time when they were 
immediately needed and no other 
source could provide them in such 
ready and large quantities. 

There has, therefore been a total 
of $120,371 for these purposes. 

At a meeting of early April the 
Red Cross decided to meet a very 
serious need for a new canteen and 
recreation building in Halifax for 
the men of all sea services. As it 
required $20,000, this amount was} 
readily voted.

% 


1, cup butter 

% cup sugar 

*1 cup fine corn flake crumbs 

Melt butter in pie pan. Add sugar 
and crumbs; mix thoroughly. Press 
mixture evenly and firmly around 
sides and bottom of pan. Chill before 
adding filling. 

*Roll or grind 4 cups Kellogg corn 
flakes to yield 1 cup fine crumbs.

Pour 
into crumb pie shell and chill in 
refrigerator one hour or until filling 
is firm enough to cut.

Luxury Flats In London Become 
Refuge For Homeless People 

The first block of luxury flats 
built in London, a_ building still 
rather awe-inspiring to travellers 
through Park Lane, has been takén 
over by the Westminster City Coun- 
cil as a hostel for people bombed out 
or exiled by time bombs.

Winnipeg Sept. 19, 1941 — R. S, 
Law President of United Grain Grow- 
ers Limited, todey issued a statement 
on behalf of the Board of Direccors of 
thst Company advocating a payment 
on an acreage basis to western whea 
iarmers, comparable to the cost of 
living bonus, to compensate farmers 
for increased costs prevailing this 
year and to remedy the deficiency in 
western /arm income. The statement 
1s as follows; 

““t ig becoming more evident every 
day that western wheat income is in- 
adequate for the satisfactory mainten- 
ance of agricultural production in 
western Canada, The situation calls 
tor full government review at the 
ceriiest possible moment to bring 
a cut an adjustment. Western farm- 
©8 are sufferin» not only from re- 
duced production caused by adverse 
weather conditions and by their com- 
pliance with the government plan for 
wheat acreage reduction; they are 
suffering from increased cost of liv- 
ing and operation due to the rise of 
prices in Canada, Adjustment of in- 
some is required for exactly the same 
reasons Which have brought about 
cost of living: bonuses in industry and 
in the Civil Service and is more 
irgently) requred because farmers 
have to provide not only for cost 
f living but also for cost of opera- 
tion, 

“There are severa] possible methods 
of making such an adjustment. Ono 
would be a considerable increase in 
the basis of initial payments for 
wheat by the Canadian ‘Wheat Board. 


Growers Limited advocated such an 
increase as far back as last January, 
It now feels it necessary, however, 
becouse ofsubsequent developments to 
put forward a suggestion for an alter- 
native basis. One reason is that the 
government has now) twice refused to 
make another increase, Another is 
that owing to new factors which hayo 
entered the situation, an increase in 
Wheat Board payments would only 
partially meet the present problem, 
If granted, to make it reasonably; sat- 
isfactory, it would be necessary to 
supplement it by direct payments in 
respect to a large volume of whea! 
which cannot or will not be delivered 
to the Canadian Wheat Board _ thia 
year but which farmers will dispose 
of otherwise, by sale on the open 
market, by feeding on their own 
farms or by sale to neighbors for 
feeding purposes, Tio farmers so dis- 
nesing of their wheat, or to those who 
have had less than average yields, an 
inerease in ‘Wheat Board payments 
unless otherwise sujryplemented would 
either be a minor or an inadequate 
benefit, 

Nevertheless, it is. clear that it is in 
respect to wheat that farm income 
needs to be adjusted, for wheat is the 
one important commodity in Canada 
which is still selling-on a basis of dis- 
tressed prices, It is the wheat farmer 
on whose behalf adjustment is most 
urgently required, and those farmers 
who have also other lines of produc- 
tion require adjustment in respect to 
their wheat operations. 

“For such reasons the Board of Dir- 
ectors of United Grain Growers Lim- 
ited advocates that there shouldbe 
paid each wheat farmer a bonus on 
his wheat acreaige, It should be appli- 
ed not on the acreage actually seeded 
to wheat in 1941 but on what is 
known as his basic wheat acreage.

U.G.G. Advocates Payment 
To Farmers, Acreage Basis 


That is the acreage cstablished by the 
Canadian Wheat Board for each indiy- 
idual farmer in orier to regulate 
quota defXeries of whieat this year. 
it is with minor «<xceptions 65 per 

ut of the acreage seeded to wheat 
in 1940. ‘The total of basic wheat 
acreages established by the Canadian 
Wheat Board is probably in the 
neighborhood of eighteen and one half 
million acres, A payuaent of $3.00 per 
basic acre would amount to $55,500,- 
000. Any zalcuiation of western farm 
income will show that for the current 
crop year it falls short by at least 
that amount of enough to provide ad- 
equately for agricultural mainten- 
ance. That such an estimate is mod- 
erate may be seen iby noting that if 
western farmers and farm workers 
were to receive a cost of living bonus 
only on the same basis as is being 
widly applied to industrial and civil 
service workers, it would amount to 
some $45,000,000 or more, and that 
their need for an adjustment, which 
ought to cover production as well as 
living costs is greater than that of 
waige earners, ‘ 

“A few of the comparative advant- 
ages of such a plan may be mention- 
ea, "t would be unneseccary for the 
Dominion government to reverse de- 
cisions it has already made. It would 
be in conformity with the acreage 
payments already provided for in con- 
nection with the wheat acreage re- 
duction plan and the assumption in 
that plan of government responsibil- 
ity for supplementing farmers’ lim- 
ited income from wheat. It would not 
interfere with feeding of wheat to live 
stock. It corresponds in principle to 
the cost of living bonus given to wage 
earners, It benefits are equitably dis- 
trbuted with no discrimination 
again the farmer whose yiclds this 
year were low. It would not require 
to be applied immediately to tbe ef- 
fective, but necessary time could be 
taken by the government of Canada 
to study the problem, and possibly to 
bring the plan before Parliament, 

“In revieing the situation the gov- 
ernment may properly take into ac- 
count the fact that es a result of gov- 
ernment policies in both countries 
much higher prices now’ prevail for 
wheat in the United States than are 
available to Canadian farmers, Prices 
there are quite on a parity with farm- 
ers’ costs a state of affairs very dif- 
ferent to what prevails in Western 
Canada, The contrast in conditions 
north and south of the international 
border, and the natural discontent 
which such a contrast creates provide 
one more reason for asking govern- 
ment reconsideration of the plight of 
the western Canadian wheat farmer, 

“In putting forward this plan, the 
Company is showing no lack of sym- 


| jathy with those who continue to sup- 


port the plan which it carlier advocat- 
ed that of increasing 'Wheat Board 
initial payments, Their efforts are 
based on the same facts as the efforts 
of this Company the need of more 
farm income in western Canada, and 
the need of government intervention 
in the situation. To recognize such 
néed is in line with the war effort 
of Canada which for maximum ef- 
fectiveness requires that agriculture 
kept functioning efficiently not only 
to strengthen the Canadian economy

Britain.”
